A survey of parents of students of Antioch 
Grade School Dist. 34, via a questionaire, 
and a tally of the results of, that consensus of 
parents wishes, prompted the district's 
board of education to' approve the im- 
plementation of a new phone attendance 
program. . 

The program will start on Monday Feb. 27. 
as a service to parents who wish to par- 
ticipate. 

The last regular board meeting on 
Tuesday, Feb. 21, also brought partial ap- 
proval to the proposed breakfast program. 

The board decided to let the need for 
breakfast up to the discretion of the teacher 
instead of having a full breakfast program 
for all the pupils, which would not only ham- 
per the present school bus schedule, but 
cause the school cafeteria to be open too 
many extra hours . 

The board's approval means, that there will 
be .a. .breakfast in the cafeteria for any 



students whose teachers decided that they 
need the meal. Parents will be expected to 
pay for breakfasts eaten at school although 
the district will pay that cost if the parents 
cannot.

The board also approved the purchase of 
new tires for the school buses. A vote ap- 
proving the purchase of 24 radial tires from 
the Goodyear Tire Store in Mt. Prospect, for 
$3,607, will implement a trial period for that 
type of tire. 

The bid of Antioch Tire, of $4,970 for 50 
tires and tubes, was also accepted by the 
board. . v. 

The final move oflthe board was one of 
disapproval. The board voted to return the 
proposed school calendar to Supt. Don Skid- 
more, asking him to take the calendar back 
to the other school supertindents in the area 
in an effort to set one up where the starting 
and closing dates of all the area schools will 
coincide for the convenience of the parents 
who have children in more than one school.

Cabbage Patch Kids phenomenon, explained 
by some as the biggest "You can't get it so 
you have to have it" hype in years. 

Yet the same thing seems to be happening 
with Trivial Pursuit without too much 
publicity. 

In this day of mindless "boob tube" 
staring, the unequaled success of a non- 
electronic game, selling for $50( additions $25 
each), that actually takes thought, and much 
prior knowledge of small varied facts, is an 
enigma in itself! 

Having heard that the game was very 
popular and also having possession of a mind 
crammed with all sorts of facts, I bought the 
genius (how's that for conceit) edition of 
Trivial for the family's annual Christmas 
game. 

Knowing very little about the physical 
makeup of the game, I was surprised to find 
that a board and two very heavy_boxes of 
cards, plus some plastic pieces.were alii gof" 
for my half-century note. 

But being the show-offs we are, my family 
has gotten more than its moneys worth out of 
the game. 

Well, let me qualify that a bit, my husband 
has eluded addiction because the only thing 
that keeps him sitting and awake past 9' 
p.m. (when we usually playHs the Packers 
playing an overtime game in California on 
Monday Night Football. 

And my daughter claims it makes her feel 
dumb though she has been pleasantly sur- 
prised at some of the answers she has known, , 
the knowledge inexplicably stored in some 
obscure part of her brain. 

I've found that people that are well-read 
seem to hold an edge in this game, especially 
if their reading has covered a wide range of
